Oyster doomed, 
A

from 
Baltimore 
says: 
"Nearly two hundred workers in oys- 
ter packing houses left here yesterday for 
New Orleans and Biloxi, Miss., to take 
places offered them by Baltimore pack- 
ers 
who, have 
recently 
established 
branches in those cities. 
The gradual 
decrease in the supply of oysters in the 
waters of this State, owing to delective 
Legislation, comi^elled the packers to 
seek other fields, where the bivalves 
might be cultivated anij protected by 
law. 


"The drain on the Maryland beds 
has been so great that the oyster pro- 
duct of the State is threatened with de- 
; struction. 
For years the Legislature 
has been importuned to pass a law for 
the better protection of the oyster but 
the dredging and tongfng interests al- 
ways fought a change, and the result is 
the present depletion of the beds. 


"It is proposed to remedy the exist- 
ing evil at once, but the indications 
are that the influence of those interest- 
ed will be great enough again to pre- 
vent inierierence. 


"Unless something is done the Mary- 
land oyster is doomed."

The brutal shooting of eight untried 
and unconvicted negroes, in jail on sus- 
picion of murder, at Barnwell, South 
Carolina,the other night,gives a graph- 
ic picture ot the state of society in that 
section. 
A more atrociotis outrage was 
never committed in this country, yet 
citizens of Barnwell ot presumed 
re- 
si>ectabiliiy have issued a circular at- 
tempting tu explain and condone the 
crime. There is some excuse for lynch- 
ing when the law fails to punish crimin- 
als, but in South Carolina, where a ne- 
gro has no possible chance of escaping 
legal punishment if guilty, there can be 
no warrant whatever for mob violence. 
The riots in Cincinnati, are cited as a 
limilar i n s t a l l of diK>nllNritrt1te North 
but the cases are not alike.- 
The mob 
at Cincinnati was suppressed by the 
malitia, and many of the rioters pun- 
ished by the courts while others have 
mouldered in the graves to which they 
were sent by the bullets of the soldiers. 


A special from Cincinnati, O., says:

died, leaving her son William J56o,ooo 
amassed in the cigar business. 
The 
boy began a riotous life. 
Jilted by a 
respectable girl, to whose hand he as- 
pired, he plunged into every possible 
vice, and 
his money flew on wings. 
Months ago his last dollar was gone. 


For weeks he has lived like a rat in 
the lowest river dives, and last night, 
half frozen, stupidly drunk, and filthy 
beyond description, he was found in 
an empty molasses hogshead. 
Friday 
morning, in Police Court, stupid, stol- 
id and without a sign of feeling, bloat- 
ed and repulsive, he went to the work- 
house for three months. 


Chester Smith, the 5-year-old son of 
Jacob H. Smith of West Fairview, who 
nine weeks ago was bitten on the lip 
by a dog belonging to a neighbor, died 
Sunday 
morning 
of 
hydrophobia. 
When the child was bitten his wound 
carefully dressed, but as the dog was 
not thought to be mad little attention 
was given to him, and he seemed to 
suffer no ill effects. 
A few days ago 
symptoms of hydrophobia became man- 
ifest, and the little fellow suffered ter- 
rible agony until he died. 
The dog 
was not killed until he had bitten sev- 
eral other animals, several of which 
subsequently developed symptoms of 
rabies and had to be shot.

A numl>er of physicians and repre- 
sentatives of the press were given an 
opportunity la«;t evening at the Girard 
House to view the living two-headed 
baby which arrived in Philadelphia last 
evening for exhibition in the Dime 
Museum. 


As the two children were first seen 
lying in the nurse's lay they presented 
the appearance of two healthy infants. 
Both are brunettes, and apparently in 
the best of health. 
One of the infants 
is named Pearl and the other Ruby. 
During the time the examination was 
going on Ruby was laughing, while 
Pearl was crying. 
Their ladies are in 
nowise different from any infant's down 
to the abdomen, where a perfect junc- 
ture is formed. 
Almost at right an- 
gles on one side is the legs of Pearl, 
and on the other side those of Ruby, 
The limbs of both well formed and 
pertect. 


Dr. John Cooper, the physician #ho 
accompanies the children, said that the 
two children are separate and distinct 
persons, all the organs being entirely 
independent. 


Ruby has had three spells of sick 
ness, while Pearl had but two. 
A pin 
stuck into the flesh of Ruby's body has 
no effect whatever on Pearl, and vice 
versa. 


The children are seven months old 
and enjoy excellent health and at the 
present time weigh 25 pounds. 


The children are accompanied 
by 
their father, James H. Jones, and moth- 
er, Lucinda A. Jones,. 
The father is 
a farmer in Tipton county, Indiana, 
where the wonders were born. 
The 
father is 24 years old and the mother 
is a slightly built woman but 20 years 
years of age. 
They have been married 
four years and have one child beside 
the twins.

An epidemic of typhoid fever,attend- 
eii with many deaths, has raged in the 
northern portion of Berks county, for 
several weeks. 
Citizens have sent a 
committee to 
Reading, saying 
that 
many cattle have died from the pre- 
vailing contagious cattle disease, and 
that some of the dead carcasses were 
thrown into Maiden creek and are now 
floating down stream. This is the stream 
along which Reading has erected a 
pumping station and arranged to get 
its supply ot water for household pur- 
poses in a few weeks. 
An ofhcer has 
been sent to make arrests. 


There were nine deaths from electric 
shocks in New York city last 
year, 
whereas eighty j^ersons were run ovejr 
by cars and wagons and killed. 
Of 
death from sunstroke there were but 
four cases the lowest sunstroke record 
in many years. 
Ot suicides there were 
one hundred and twenty-two, of which 
sixty were by shooting, fifty-seven by 
poison, twenty seven by hanging, ten 
by stabbing, ten by jumping from high 
places, nine by drowning and nine by 
asphyxiation by gas. 


Several hundred Pittsburg newsboys, 
returning from their »»New Year's Din- 
ner," almost created a riot. They first 
attacked a crowd of Italians and He- 
brews, and then turned their attention 
to the non-union gripmen and conduc- 
tors on the Pittsburg Traction road, 
calling the men '«scabs." 
They then 
made an assault upon the cars. Sticks, 
stones and mud were thrown and a 
general fight followed. 
The streets in 
the vicinity were soon black with i>eo- 
ple, and the regular police, being pow- 
erless to disperse the crowd, were com- 
pelled to call upon the reserve force. 
Finally the boys were driven off and 
quiet restored. 


A fatal and destructive snow-slide 
occurred at Sierra City, Cal., Friday, 
by which six women and a boy were 
killed. 
Two other people may die and 
several houses and the Catholic church 
were wrecked. 
The slide commenced 
at the Sierra Buttes flumes and swept 
with terrific foice down the valley car- 
rying everything in its path before it. 
Stout trees were snapped off at 
the 
ground like pine sticks. 
Several peo- 
ple had narrow escapes from death, as 
the slide came without the slightest 
warning. 
Fears are entertained that 
another slide may occur at any mo- 
ment, and the people are in a state of 
great anxiety.
